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Union votes down latest J-M offer 


J-M/ top county air polluter, 
Crude oil 
to cut effluent by 75 per cent

Spokesmen for the Johns-Manville 
Products Corp. Jan 8 will go before the 
hearing board of the County Air 
Pollution Control District. They’ll be 
there to ask for some slack for their 
company in county smog reduction 
progress requirements. 
According to John English, county air 
pollution control director, J-M has 
missed a critical air pollution reduction 
milestone in the compliance schedule 
company engineers mapped out and the 
APCD board OK’d and now requires. 
This is what the Jan. 8 public hearing, 
at 
9:30 
a.m . 
in 
the 
County 
Administration Building, w ill be all 
about. 
Even if the board gives J-M the slack 
it asks for, English said the firm would 
most probably 
still meet 
a 
final 
compliance deadline. English said that 
the giant diatomaceous earth plant, now 


idled by a labor dispute, would still 
probably arrive at compliance with 
county, state and federal emission 
standards by July 31,1975. 
For Johns-Manville, the question of 
compliance with anti-smog deadlines is 
more weighty than with most other 
single companies. 
According to English, the Miguelito 
Canyon earth processing operation is the 
county’s single largest source of air 
pollution. English said that J-M stacks 
gush out 2,500 tons of total pollutants per 
year, including masses of dust particles 
and 
gases 
such 
as 
su lfu r 
dioxide and the different products of 
nitrogen. 
By contrast, J-M’s final required July, 
1975 pollution level will be 600 tons per 
year. 
English reiterated that he thinks the 
Lompoc industry, which, he said, has 
given his unit good cooperation, will be 
able to achieve this 75 per cent cut in its 
air pollution. 
“ Their operating 
procedures 
are 
extremely good,” he said, adding that 
the installation of emission-cleansing 
equipment such as scrubbers will help 
do the job. 
The APCD has the authority to initiate 
the shutdown of plants that will not 
conform to air standards. 
Grefco, 
the 
area’s other 
major 
diatomaceous earth concern, is already 


in compliance with the galaxy of 
overlapping county, state and federal 
smog fighting laws, which were sewn up 
by the Clean Air Act at the beginning of 
the decade 
In fact, English said, it’s Grefco’s 
antipollution equipment that causes the 
steam plumes that puff whitely from its 
stacks, plumes that many people still 
take for pollution. 
Grefco’s scrubbers, English said, 
moisten stack emissions before they get 
into 
the 
atmosphere. 
This 
forced 
moistening causes pollutant particles to 
ball up into larger particles, get caught 
in filtration equipment and stay in the 
plant instead of floating into the air. 
Another thing the moistening process 
does, though, is create more steam. 
English granted 
also that stack 
emissions such as Grefco’s will contain 
“ some” solid particulate matter even 
under the tightest of controls. 
By further contrast to J-M’s 600 ton 
per year total pollution goal, by county 
regulation, new industries locating in 
the north county must produce no more 
than 25 tons yearly of any single 
pollutant. 
This 
means 
that 
total 
emissions from new industries may. 
exceed 25 tons per year, but they 
probably wouldn't even approach the 600 
ton 
per year 
“ clean” 
baseline 
established for J-M.

Home 
building leaders told President Ford 
today that economic conditions have 
worsened in their industry in recent 
months and urged him to take action to 
give consumers “ some quick purchasing 
power.” 


Lew Cenker, president of the National 
Association of Home Builders, and two 
other officials of the group discussed the 
situation with Ford, Housing Secretary 
James Lynn, White House economic 
policy coordinator L. William Seidman 
and Kenneth Cole, who resigned today 
as Ford’s chief domestic affairs adviser. 


“ I wish 1 could say conditions were 
better,” Cenker told Ford as reporters 
and photographers watched the start of 
the meeting. “ They are not. Since 
September, they have worsened.” 
Cenker said “ consumer apathy,” as 
well as concern about rising prices for 
so many other products, “ have squeezed 
the housing construction industry into a 
comer.” 
“ There’s no purchasing power out 
there of the type we need,” he said and 
recalled that Ford previously increased 
government assistance in the financing 
of home mortgages. “ You’ve given us 
mortgage power and now we believe we 
need some quick purchasing power.” 
Cenker urged the President to lift a 
freeze, imposed last year on federal aid 
for low-and middle-income families 
seeking to buy homes, saying it would 


create “ a job maker and a customer 
maker at the same time.” 
Advisers to Ford have acknowledged 
that bad conditions in auto production 
and housing had “ a ripple effect” on 
allied industries and contributed heavily 
to the current recession. 


The Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
announced Thursday that interest rates 
on home mortgages soared to record 
high levels in November. 


Housing construction has dropped off 
for a number of reasons, including high 
interest rates and fluctuations in labor 
and supply prices. 
The meeting followed nearly two 
hours of give and take with auto industry 
executives and union leaders Thursday. 
They told Ford their problems and 
called for income tax cuts to prime their 
industry. 
Ford made no specific commitments, 
but White House officials made it clear 
this is one of the options which may be in 
the economic package presented to 
Congress in January. 
Ford again, more adamantly than 
before, opposed an increase in gasoline 
taxes and told the auto representatives 
— “ that’s out.” 
Apparently 
irritated 
that 
his 
administration appears to speak with 
many voices on the economy, Ford and 
his spokesman, Ron Nessen, have both 
stressed that the President is the only 
one making the decisions.

VIENNA (U P I) — The world’s major 
oil exporting nations decided today to in­ 
crease the price of crude oil by 31 cents 
a barrel —3 per cent — on Jan. 1, 1975, 
Iran’s 
Interior 
Minister 
Jamshide 
Amouzegar said. 
“ The selling price of oil will be $10.46 
a barrel effective Jan. 1,” Amouzegar 
said after a two-day meeting of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries. 
The new price will be frozen for the 
first nine months of 1975, he said. 
The present average selling price of 
crude oil is $10.15 a 41-gallon barrel, oil 
industry officials said. 
It was not immediately clear whether 
this would mean an increase in the price 
of gasoline because of the complicated 
oil pricing and royalty system which 
determine oil prices 
Larry Goldstein, a New York oil 
consultant, said the action by OPEC 
may not be an increase at all since $10.46 
is the market price established last 
month by Saudi Arabia, Abu Dhabi and 
Qatar. 
The action by OPEC, he said, is 
“ nothing more than a confirmation that 
this is the market price for everybody. ” 
But, he said, oil companies had been 
paying an average of $10 36 a barrel for 
that oil owned by the Arab nations and 
that owned by the companies. The set 
price of $10.46 for all OPEC oil, 
Goldstein said, means “ an increase in 
cost to the companies of 10 cents a 
barrel.” 


Asked if gasoline and home heating oil 
prices would go up, Amouzegar said: 
“ That depends on how much the oil 
companies can 
absorb from 
their 
profits” . 
Iran, he said, proposed limiting oil 
company profits to 50 cents a barrel. 
Present oil company profits are about 75 
cents a barrel, OPEC officials said.

Further negotiation 
asked by membership

Chemical union workers last night rejected a contract offer by Johns-Manville 
Products Co., and ordered their leaders to negotiate a way out of the impasse that 
has led to a company lockout. 
The decision came on a voice vote shortly after 8 p.m. at a mass meeting of 
workers in Lompoc High School Cafetorium A union spokesman said 413 of the 
estimated 500 workers represented by the International Chemical Workers Union 
Local 146. who are affected by the dispute signed in at the door The spokesman said 
only a few voted against the recommendation for rejection by the union’s seven- 
member negotiating committee 
The meeting reportedly lasted about 20 minutes. 
No outsiders or non-union persons 
were permitted in the hall News of the 
rejection came minutes later from Tom 
McCall, union president, who called this 
reporter and Paul Bumum, director of 
employe relations for J-M This morning 
McCall said Bumum asked the results of 
the vote, asked if it was by secret ballot, 
and when told it was on a voice vote, 
hung up the receiver. Bumum 
has 
pushed for a secret ballot vote on the 
company’s contract offers 
McCall 
previously said he had printed ballots 
ready for use, and after the meeting said 
that the union members brushed aside 
the ballot idea in favor of the voice vote. 
In the face of the union decision, the 
company’s lockout of workers that 
began last Monday continued in force. 
Bumum who has handled negotiations 
for J-M could not be reached for a 
statement, but he was known to be 
aware of The Record’s request and 
presumably was trying to come up with 
one. 
McCall 
and 
members 
of 
his 
negotiating committee huddled with the 
union’s executive board at 10 a m. today 
to assess the situation McCall said the 
unionists coupled their rejection of the 
contract offer with instructions to 
abandon union insistence on a two-year 
contract and to accept the company’s 
bid for a three-year pact. However, 
McCall said it would have to be 
“ something we can live with. ” 
Before going in to the crash meeting 
this morning, McCall said the union 
would come up with a definitive 
statement, probably tomorrow. 
The company has consistently said 
that J-M’s offer would cost about $1.7 
million over a three-year period and that 
it would bring workers the equivalent 
of $1.70 an hour increase McCall and the 
union have disputed the amount of the 
increase, 
contending 
that 
it 
was 
inflated. 
Today McCall said the union would 
compute a salary and fringe benefit 
demand that would approach the $1.70 
an 
hour 
figure, 
in 
reality, 
the 
implication being once again that the 
company’s figure was not a true one. 
McCall has said the true figure is more 
like $1.25 an hour increase. 
It could not be immediately learned 
whether the union statement meant that 
the two sides were about 45 cents an 
hour apart in their negotiations, or not. 
In a last ditch addition to the offer late 
this week, the company added an 
eleventh 
paid 
holiday 
and 
other 
considerations. 
McCall said he had called the federal 
mediator in Los Angeles with the 
request to set up another meeting with 
J-M 
management. 
There 
was 
no 
indication of when that meeting could or 
would be scheduled, McCall said. 
Meanwhile pickets carrying placards 
proclaiming “ Lockout” walked the line 
in front of J-M’s gates south of Lompoc.

In an exchange of letters made public 
at the White House, Ford accepted 
Saxbe’s resignation as attorney general 
effective on the appointment of a 
successor or his own confirmation as 
ambassador to India, whichever occurs 
earlier. 


Presidential Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen refused to discuss speculation 
that Ford is considering naming Dr. 
Edward 
Levi, 
president 
of

University 
of 
Chicago 
as 
Saxbe’s 
successor. 
There also was speculation that Sen 
James Eastland, D-Miss., chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee and its ranking 
Republican 
member, 
Sen. 
Roman 
Hruska, are opposed to Levi heading the 
Justice Department. 
Moynihan, a Nixon appointee, is 
expected to resume his teaching post at 
Harvard University after two years in 
India. 
Levi has already announced plans to 
retire as president of the University of 
Chicago in 1976.

Senator asks 
for 20 cent 
gas tax hike

- 
Calling 
automobiles the prime cause of the 
energy shortage, 
Sen 
Edward W. 
Brooke proposed today that gasoline 
taxes be raised 20 cents a gallon and 
cars be taxed according to their weight. 
The Massachusetts Republican said 
he would introduce legislation to impose 
the taxes and also abolish the Federal 
Aid Highway Trust Fund that is used to 
finance 90 per cent of interstate highway 
construction. 
“ The 
automobile 
is 
the 
prime 
manifestation of waste and neglect 
which has dragged this nation into its 
present energy crisis,” Brooke said in a 
statement. 
He coupled the gas tax proposal with a 
refund for the poor, so they could escape 
“ the regressive aspects of the gas tax ” 
Families who earn $15,560 a year or less 
would get a partial credit for the higher 
tax. 
The federal gasoline tax is now four 
cents a gallon and President Ford has 
repeatedly expressed his opposition to 
any increase. But Brooke estimated the 
tax of 24 cents a gallon would eventually 
cut consumption by one fifth. 
The weight car tax would start at zero 
for cars weighing 2,500 pounds and rise 
to $525 for one weighing more than 5,000 
pounds. Brooke’s tax on autos would be a 
one-time levy that he said would be paid 
by the manufacturer or importer of the 
car 
Brooke’s bill would also scrap the 
highway trust fund and make highway 
paving plans compete with other things 
for the general revenue dollar.

Standards have to be 
stricter in areas like the north 
county where the air is cleaner 
to start with, he indicated 
There are also differences 
between north and south county 
as to how smog is generated in 
each area 
One third more 
gasses, 192 tons per day, is 
dumped into south county air 
by automobiles than is dumped 
into north county air (139 tons 
per day) by cars. 


But, even though there is 
more industry in the south 
county, it is the north county 
that surpasses in factory and 
other stationary sources of 
both gases and particulate 
pollution. 
Stationary 
(non 
automobile) pollution sources 
in the north county lace the air 
with 32 1 tons per day of gases 
and solids. South county skies 
receive only 9.6 tons per day of 
the same pollutants. 
Much of this difference has 
been because of J-M. 


In the south county, the total 
gas and solid pollution tonnage 
comes to 203.2 tons per day,

emissions for the north county 
come to 172.2 tons per day 
(though over a larger and more

constituents. 
By contrast, fully 1,137 tons

Military spokesmen said the 
Viet Cong blew up a shop in 
Xuan Loc, capital of Long 
Khanh province, north of the 
capital. 
Six civilians were 
killed in the blast. 
In the Saigon area, a special 
team of government soldiers 
patrolled the outskirts of the 
capital after the new wave of 
attacks to the south, west and 
northwest of the city began a 


week ago. 
The Saigon command said 
today 
government 
soldiers 
have lost the equivalent of a 
450-man battalion a day since 
bitter fighting for control of the 
country’s winter harvest began 
last week. 
Communist casualties also 
have 
been heavy, military 
spokesmen said. The command 
estimated an average of 2,600 
Communists have been killed 
or wounded daily since the 
latest upsurge began in the 
Mekong Delta last Friday. 
Officers in Saigon reported 61 
South Vietnamese soldiers died 
in a helicopter crash Thursday 
in the Mekong Delta. The giant 
chopper went down behind 
Communist lines and may have 
been shot out of the air. 
The crash was the worst 
helicopter incident in Vietnam 
war history. 


States in criticism

SALT LAKE CITY (U PI) - 
The three Western states that 
may end up with the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s nuclear 
garbage dump are unanimous 
in

criticism

groundwork for the facility. 
Idaho, Nevada and Washing­ 
ton representatives appeared 
at an AEC public hearing 
Thursday to register objections 
to 
a 
draft 
environmental 
impact statement on setting up 
a temporary nuclear waste 
storage facility. 
Idaho officials say they want 
no part of the dump. Nevada is 
wary, 
but 
interested, 
and 
Washington 
is 
receptive. 
Texas, which is not even under 
consideration, is skeptical. 
And environmentalists say 
the 
impact 
statement 
is 
shallow ¿id narrow. 
The AEC wants to set up a 
dump for temporary storage of 
nuclear wastes for a period of 
about 
30 
years 
until 
the 
government 
can 
find 
and 
perfect 
a 
method 
of 
permanently disposing of it. 
Three sites are under con­ 
sideration: the Hanford atomic 
works near Richland, Wash., 
the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory near Idaho Falls, 
and the Nevada Test Site 
northwest of Las Vegas. 
Idaho Gov. Cecil D. Andrus, 
in a statement read by an aide, 
said his state wants no part of 
the dump. He added that he 
wants the AEC to get on with 
its promise to remove waste 
now stored at IN EL. He said a 
high-level storage facility could 
present a potential danger to 
underground water reserves in 
the area. 
He also said the impact 
statement offered no assur­ 
ances the temporary dump 
being 
proposed 
would 
not 
become a de facto permanent 
disposal area.

United Press International 
Israel and Arab guerrillas in 
southern Lebanon traded artil­ 
lery and rocket fire early today 
in what Israel called “ a long 
war with our neighbors and the 
Palestinians ” 
On Thursday Israeli war­ 
planes strafed Palestinian re­ 
fugee camps on the outskirts of 
Beirut in their closest attack 
yet to the Lebanese capital. 
Lebanese Premier Rashid 
Solh said one person, a woman, 
was killed and ten others were 
wounded in the raid 
It followed a guerrilla gre­ 
nade attack in a crowded Tel 
Aviv movie theater a day 
earlier in which three persons 
died and 53 were injured 
Israeli Information Minister 
Aharon Yariv said Thursday,

Beirut,

Palestine 
Liberation Organization news 
agency WAFA said the Israeli 
air attack “ shows that the 
enemy has lost its nerve.”

The appeals court agreed 
unanimously that McCord, the 
former security chief during 
Nixon’s re-election campaign, 
was guilty of the bugging and 
break-in.

SAN FRANCISCO i(UPI) - 
Drug addiction, which costs the 
American wage earner $10 
billion a year, is increasing 
‘'dramatically” throughout the 
United States, White House 
drug 
abuse 
expert 
Robert 
DuPont said Thursday. 
DuPont 
told 
the 
North 
American Congress on Alcohol 
and Drug Problems the $10 
billion 
figure 
includes $69 
billion in property loss from 
crimes 
supporting 
heroin 
habits, $1.5 billion in lost 
productivity, $1.1 billion in 
rehabilitation and drug traffic 
prevention 
programs, 
$200 
million in health costs and $620 
million 
in criminal justice 
system cost. He said this is the 
first time the social cost of 
drug abuse has been compiled 
A similar estimate for alcohol 
abuse has been set at $25 
billion. 
DuPont 
heads 
the 
President's 
special 
action 
office 
on drug 
abuse 
prevention. 
N ew ly 
established 
distribution systems 
for 
Mexican brown heroin have 
eliminated last 
year’ s 
predictions that the nation had 
“turned the corner” on drug 
abuse, DuPont said. 
"What looked like a continu­ 
ing national trend of decreasing 
heroin addiction 18 months ago 
has turned out to have been a 
regional and temporary reduc­ 
tion in heroin use,’’ DuPont 
said. 
Drug abuse along the eastern 
seaboard was thought to have 
abated about a year and a half 
ago when doctors reported a 
decline 
in 
hepatitis 
cases. 
Hepatitis is common among 
heroin 
addicts 
because 
it 
transmitted through use of 
dirty needles. 
But DuPont said drug addic­ 
tion throughout the nation is on 
the rise, with Mexican brown 
heroin 
pouring 
into 
the 
Midwest 
and 
East 
Coast, 
taking the place of white heroin 
from 
Turkey. 
The Turkish 
heroin supply dried up when the 
Turkish government banned 
opium cultivation. Distribution 
of Mexican heroin previously 
was limited to the Southwest 
and West Coast.

$20,000 or more at a time, he 
said, playing roulette, craps, 
blackjack and baccarat 
In 
fact, the Arabs are responsible 
for the addition of baccarat to 
the games in the Metro Club. 
There was no table for the 
game when they arrived, but 
“ they wanted to play bac­ 
carat,” Jaeger said, posing a 
problem in moving one of the 
large tables from the public 
casino 26 floors below 


“ We were ready to charter a 
helicopter or hurl ropes over 
the side of the roof,” he said, 
but finally managed to “ take 
the roof out of an elevator” to 
hoist the table. 


“ Tip! My God, did they tip!” 
said a security guard at the 
Metro Club. “ They gave the 
maids $50 each.” 


Political reform 
slated for test

Among other 
things, the sweeping revision 
set strict new limitations on 
lobbyist spending and reporting 
of activities. 
Joining in the suit as a 
plaintiff 
was 
Assemblyman 
Alan Sieroty, D-Los Angeles, a 
Sieroty assistant and the aide’s 
wife. The lawmaker has au­ 
thored unsuccessful “ right to 
financial privacy” legislation.

They claimed that under the 
act, which takes effect Jan. 7, a

Dizzy would stand on the mound and boldly 
inform the batter that he would throw nothing but fastballs 
It was Dean s challenge I’ll take my best shot and you take 
yours We’ll see who can play this game 
Ton.ght’s football game at Huyck Stadium will be that 
same type of elem ental confrontation The Lompoc Braves 
«1111 and the Colton Yellowjackets (12-0* both know what 
the other’s game plan will be — run the football down the 
other guy’s throat 
Run not pass If you think the Braves are reluctant to 
pass <one completion in the last two games i, wait until you 
see the Yellowjackets 
When it com es to running with the football, Colton has no 
equal The Jackets can make the numbers on their side of 
the scoreboard change faster than the numbers on a cash 
register during Christmas rush Colton averages 43 points 
per game. 
When it com es to defensing the run. most of Lompoc s 
opponents will testify that the Braves, when they re on, can 


stop almost anything that runs on two legs and oxygen 
But can they stop Ted Smith and the Kansas City I“’ Smith 
is the Colton tailback who last week moved into the number 
four spot on the CIF all-time single-season rushing list, 
ahead of guys like James McAlister, Steve Grady and 
Randy Meadows Smith has gained 2,151 yards in 12 games 
In three playoff games he has run for nine touchdowns 
Colton fullback Tony Olivarria has netted nearly 1,500 
yards in eight games, since taking over for the original 
fullback, who was injured Both Olivarria and Smith have 
speed — they run the 40-yard dash in 4 5 to 4 6 seconds. 
Smith, according to his coach, Don Markham, "isn't real 
powerful, and doesn’t have a lot of moves I don t let him get 
cute He’s just pretty durable ’ 
Olivarria and Smith are the third and fourth men deep 
in Colton's "four«leep I” formation, known to some as the 
"Kansas City 1," and known to Lompoc coach Jim Spruill as 
Excedrin headache No 153 
"Will this be our toughest challenge9 It certainly looks 
this way,” says Spruill "We’ve never really seen an offense 
like this It can cause a lot of problems because they have a 
lot of people (blockersi who can get into any hole. Their 


tailback sometim es just gets lost in the traffic " 
A lot of the traffic is Rob Frizzle, the 6-2. 250-pound Colton 
center. 
"It seem s to be easy for them to score." notes Spruill. 
"And it doesn't seem to bother them if you score They just 
crank up the (scoring > machine a little tighter 
"I’m really concerned whether our defense can handle 
their offense It’s not a conventional offense I hope our kids 
can make the adjustments " 
The Colton defense is also unique Just before the snap, 
the ‘Jackets look like a group of 11 crazed commuters 
jockeying for position at the door of a subway train They 
often line up all 11 defenders within one or two yards of the 
line of scrimmage 
"It’s just a pressure defense,” explains Markham “ We 
try to force the other team into turnovers. We want the 
football. 
"Our philosophy of defense is a little different than 
Lompoc's We stunt a lot more They play a straight Oakie 
Read' defense It’s easier to drive the football off them, but 
it’s a sound defense in that you have to work at getting a 
score ” 


(The Braves have given up just eight touchdowns rushing 
this season,) 
"Sometimes in our defense we get hurt if someone breaks 
free,” says Markham. “ We tend to give up a cheap one 
(touchdown).” 
The Colton defense, according to Spruill, "presents a lot 
of blocking problems. You can t plan your blocking ahead of 
time You don t know where they’ll line up Against us, you 
don’t have to wonder. We re always there in our 5-2. It’s a 
real advantage to them.” 
The Braves have an advantage in the home crowd Colton, 
according to Markham, has a large following But Colton is 
some 200 miles away from Lompoc and no rooter buses or 
band buses are available. 
Colton’s requests of a neutral field (midway between the 
two areas) or for a Saturday game were turned down by the 
Lompoc administration. 
Surprisingly, after such a long season, the Braves appear 
to be in near-perfect health for tonight's game. George 
Polly is ready to go at fullback Tailback Donnie Scruggs 
will be available to back up Joey Grijalva and tackles John 
Spruill and Tim Boatwright are ready to play.

Archie cries over Heisman 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Archie Griffin 
of Ohio State, a believer in the words 
"the honor of the Heisman Trophy is a 
responsibility,” tearfully accepted col­ 
lege football's most coveted award 
Thursday night and promised to make it 
meaningful to the nation’s youth. 
Griffin, only the fifth junior in history 
to win the Heisman Trophy, officially 
received the award before 1,100 people, 
including nine former Heisman winners, 
at the annual banquet and was so 
overcome with emotion that he could 
barely get the words out when it came 
his turn to speak 


Using a handkerchief to wipe away the 
tears, the 5-foot-9 running back said he 
still couldn't believe he had won the 
trophy, which has become synonymous 
with excellence in college football. 


"Winning the Heisman Trophy is one 
of those goals in life that everyone 
dreams of but deep down inside no one 
believes he can get,” said Griffin. "I 
couldn’t believe it when I got it and I’m 
not sure now that I do. It’s hard to 
imagine yourself as the winner. 


Griffin, the fourth Ohio State player to 
win the Heisman Trophy, had special 


praise for his family; his coach, Woody 
Hayes; and his teammates, especially 
his offensive line without whom he said 
"I couldn't have won it.” 


Prior to Griffin’s speech, a former 
Heisman winner, Tom Harmon, spoke 
eloquently about what the Heisman 
Trophy had meant to him over the years. 
In his talk Harmon, directing his talk at 
Griffin, said that winning the Heisman 
would dictate unusual demands over the 
years and mentioned that the “honor of 
the Heisman will be your constant 
responsibility.”

C O L U M B U S, O h i o - 
(NEA)-When Shawn Phillips 
dies, perhaps they should dis­ 
play his remains, Lenin-like, 
in the Smithsonian. For after 
all, he is among the last of a 
species long on the musi­ 
cian s’ endangered Iist — a 
Diogenes with a guitar as his 
lamp. 
With his sixth A&M album 
just released, Phillips con­ 
tinues as the focus of a cult. 
He is a musician known only 
to a tight circle of sensitive 
souls who leave his concerts 
glutted with food for thought. 
And although the singer- 
composer appreciates the 
fidelity his fans have shown 
as others flock about rock 
bands with gold records and 
sold-out concerts, Phillips, at 
31, is frustrated. 
“1 can’t seem to get my 
message across,” he says 
backstage at Ohio State 
U niversity in Columbus. 
“People who already know 
what I’m trying to say come 
to these concerts. They buy 
my records. They already 
feel concern for what’s going 
on politically or what we re 
doing to the environment. But 
1 want to reach those people 
who don’t agree with u s- 
those who may feel dif­ 
ferently about the state of 
life, if they’ll listen." 
Tall, gangly with a wispy 
beard and long rusty hair 
pulled into a po n y tail, 
Phillips glances at the floor 
then peers directly into your 
eyes, maybe pleading. “No 
one,” he pauses while fishing 
for the right words, “takes 
any of this seriously. Scien­ 
tists warn us about what 
we’ve done to the environ­ 
ment and how it may be ir­ 
reversible.

“Right now, we’re told that 
freon gas used to propel the 
ingredients of aerosol cans is 
destroying the ozone When 
the ozone goes, we’ll burn up. 
But does anyone take it 
seriously? Does the govern­ 
ment order manufacturers to 
stop distributing aerosol 
cans? Of course not. Does the 
ublic think it’s all a joke9 
low do we make people real­ 
ize that this isn’t just their 
kids' future we’re jeopardiz­ 
ing, it’s our future, too." 
He hoists his double-neck 
Gibson guitar up around his 
neck as a representative 
from A&M standing nearby 
estimates the size of the au­ 
dience. “ D am n,” the rep 
snaps, “ half-em pty. The 
idiots who promoted this con­ 
cert scheduled it during a 
four-day weekend. Who stays 
on campus then? This place is 
deserted" 
Phillips shakes his head 
and says h a lfh e a rte d ly , 
“Sometimes I think about 


recording just one commer­ 
cial single, y’know, some­ 
thing to really dominate the 
AM radio stations. That 
would get more people to 
listen to me, then I could 
unleash my real music— 
share my message 
He pauses again, “Naa. I 
couldn't really do that. My 
fans would never forgive me. 
I would never forgive me." 
Then he steps from the wings 
to confront a meager au­ 
dience that wears a “So en­ 
tertain us already” look on its 
grim face. 
The three-and-a-half hour 
set is launched by Phillips 
and his six-man group play­ 
ing favorites, followed by a 
free-wheeling jam of experi-

mental sound that alter­ 
nately lulls, then assaults, the 
audience. It is concluded by 
P h illip s onstage alone, 
armed only with an acoustic 
guitar, a four-octave voice 
and a heart full of feeling. As 
the stagelights come up, an 
explosion erupts from the au­ 
dience and you know they 
understand. 
Backstage again, Phillips 
dries himself with a towel. I 
like to see the audience out of 
their seats and boogeying in 
the aisles once we’re under­ 
way. But nice as that is, that's 
seco n d ary . We’re not a 
boogey band. I get more 
satisfaction from the dude in 
the front row with his eyes 
closed and gently rocking 
back and forth in his seat 
than I do over people rocking 
in the aisles. If you play loud 
enough, any band can get 
them dancing. But to keep 
them still in their seats, 
listening, hopefully savor- 
in g -th a t’s a show! That’s 
what I love." 
A student of yoga and kung 
fu, Phillips says he “fell into 
yoga and the martial arts 
r 


retty much on my own while 
was in the Navy. It’s a com­ 
fort to me now, not the self­ 
protection bit but the peace 
of mind it brings. You need it 
these days.” 
P hillips is hardly glib 
about his colorful past (“I 
dwell more on where I’m 
headed than w here I’ve 
been"). Bom in Texas and 
raised in the Southwest, he 
joined the Navy in 1959 after 
dropping out of school. He 
completed his high school 
education while in the serv­ 
ice where he also taught him­ 
self guitar and later, sitar.

served his stretch in New

South was bitter. He sput­ 
tered, “Grand slam bids are 
for idiots.” 
"I guess you’re right, 
replied North philosophi­ 
cally. “I was an iaiot to put an 
idiot in a grand slam." 
We think the use of the 
word idiot was a trifle strong, 
but we do feel that North had 
justification for being an­ 
noyed. To start with South 
had a minimum opening bid 
with a broken six-card suit, 
yet he had made a jump 
rebid. North was entitled to 
play him for at least seven 
hearts. 
However, the slam was a 
cinch the way the cards lay. 
If South had bothered to 
count to 13, he would have 
seen that he needed five 
spade tricks to make his 
grand slam. The best way to 
score those five spade tricks 
would have been to lead the 
10 and take a first-round 


finesse. This would win for 
him if West held four spades 
or less including the queen, or 
42 per cent of the time. 
The play adopted by South 
was to cash the ace-king of 
spades right away. This 
would have worked if the 
queen had dropped but that 
was just under a 20 per cent 
play and any banker will tell 
you that 42 per cent is better 
than 20 per cent.

direction, 
speed, 
trajectory and other essential 
measurements The work was 
done under a contract with 
Federal Prisons Industry, Inc., 
which directs all industrial 
operations in federal prisons. 
The idea of contracting with 
a federal prison to do the 
wiring of the telemetry system 
for

missile 
originated 
with 
John 
J. 
Hallerman, of Thousand Oaks,

The idea is not new, however.

Ford's paralysis 


It is true that President Ford has 
permitted himself to look and act a little 
bit like Joe Palooka in recent weeks, and 
behold, the country is sore afraid. 
People who have experienced Gerald 
Ford at close quarters know that he is a 
man of nimble intelligence who quickly 
understands 
the 
dimensions 
of 
a 
problem Clearly his difficulty lies in 
having acquired the habit, over the 
years, of approaching problems with 
more or less equal consideration given 
to several factors; how would Congress 
react, how would the folks back home 
react, how would the special interests 
react, how would the White House react. 
Now that the White 
House is Ford, it re­ 
quires 
readjustment 
of old habits. That 
readjustment is not 
easy 
Everyone 
agrees 
that he committed a 
very bad slip when, in 
opposing a gas tax. he 
gave as the principal 
reason for doing so 
that “ 81 per cent of 
the 
people" 
were against the tax 


Eighty-one per cent ot the people are 
against any tax. except maybe against 
oil companies 


Putting entirely aside the question 
whether there ought to be a gasoline tax, 
the reason why there should be such a 
tax or shouldn’t be such a tax oughtn t to 
be decided conclusively by the fleeting 
unpopularity 
of 
it. 
I 
say 
fleeting 
unpopularity because there is already a 
very heavy federal tax on gasoline, and 
as a professional injustice collector, I 
have yet to hear a single complaint 
against it People get used to things 


That is both good and bad They get used 
to the heavy, spirit-extinguishing tax­ 
ation of omnipotent government. It does 
not require very much from the leader 
to persuade a people suffering from 
inflation and oil blackmail that you need 
to increase the tax on gasoline. 


But here is where Mr Ford’s instincts 
may be doing him a good service To 
impose a tax upon oneself is hard 
e n o u g h . 
A 
tax 
a p p r o a c h e s 
unendurability when the pupose of that 
tax 
is 
not entirely 
palpable. 
For 


emotional reasons, the very best taxes 
are those that are being used either to 
reward people or to punish them. An 
example is a raise in social security 
payments for old people There will be a 
little grumbling, but not much. The 
second is a tax to build bombers and 
submarines to rip the hell out of the 
Japanese Navy in retaliation for Pearl 
Harbor; that kind of tax came as close 
to being a popular tax as any in recent 
history. 


The blanket tax on gas is missing that 
form of discrimination that gives it 
a moral flavor. That is why the 
President 
should 
recommend 
to 
Congress a differentiated tax : a tax that 
falls more heavily on the products of a 
country that seeks to do us damage, less 
heavily on the products of a country that 
does not seek to do us damage. 


The quadrupling in the price of oil by 
the Persian Gulf States had the effect of 
raising the price of oil elsewhere, for the 
very simple reason that economic laws 
go to work to the advantage of all 
countries, or companies, in possession 
of goods suddenly grown scarce If the 


local grocer happened to have a huge 
stock of sugar on hand when the price of 
it suddenly went up from ten cents to 
eighty cents, he is going to sell his sugar 
for the new price rather than for the old 
price 
But the price set by the Persian Gulf 
States tends to be punitive in its effect 
as in its intention It is for this reason 
that a discriminatory tax, which would 
accomplish the objective of decreasing 
consumption, would satisfy the national, 
and altogether wholesome, resolution to 
hit back at the profiteers 
Set a tax, at the port of entry, 
designed exactly to double the blackmail 
factor. If Saudi Arabia is charging us ten 
dollars for five-dollar fuel, tax Saudi 
Arabian fuel five dollars as it comes 
across the border. The price increase is 
passed along to the consumer: but 
always the market is looking for 
cheaper fuel, and the inducement is 
there for oil producing states that need 
U.S. patronage, to ease down their 
prices, to capture a better share of the 
market — thus fracturing the cartel. 
Mr. Ford must move soon. Here is a way

city’s rubbish and water rates 
are still before the Lompoc 
City Council. 
Still under consideration is 
a 
proposed 
rubbish 
rate 
increase from $2.50 per month 
to 
$3.50 
per 
month. 
A 
recommended 80 per cent 
increase in our water rates is 
expected to be trimmed to a 
40 per cent increase. 
Government usually tells us 
that demands for service add 
to the costs of government. 
We believe that in the case of 
rubbish rate increases, we can

do something about it. There 
is a solution to avoid this 
increase but it will require on 
the part of all of us, a demand 
for less service — a once-a- 
week collection. 
Thousands of dollars could 
be saved by dropping to a 
once-a-week collection. In fuel 
costs alone for the rubbish 
trucks, a savings of hundreds 
of 
gallons 
of 
gasoline. 
Provisions would have to be 
made, of course, to increase 
the 
maximum 
number 
of 
containers for each home. 
We recognize the inherent

danger once-a-week collection 
will create to the aesthetics of 
the community. Nevertheless, 
we feel that with concentrated 
cooperation on the part of all 
households, 
aesthetics 
can 
still be maintained. 


We believe that it should at 
least be tried for a period of 
time. We know for certain 
that an increase in rates will 
never, in the future, result in a 
decrease in rates. A once-a- 
week collection service, if 
inoperative, can be increased 
to 
twice-a-week 
but it is

NEWARK, Del - (NEA) - “You 
can’t get drunk in the afternoon,’’ one of 
them says, and so each day the workless 
members of the United Auto Workers 
Local 1183 cluster in the lobby of the 
union office to contemplate their lousy 
fates. 
Approximately 3,400 
of them have been fur­ 
loughed 
from 
the 
Chrysler plant here, 
‘‘just 
in 
time 
for 
Christmas.” They sit 
on chairs, lean against 
walls, group in the 
corners. Some men 
cling to the hands of 
their small children, 
others are dressed for 
the movies, one is 
trying to get action on 
a football card. 
‘‘Dadrat the public!” A black man 
grumbles. He says it for the rest. ‘‘I got 
this neighbor who for 2000 years has 
been buying a new car every two years 
— until this year. This year, he says, 
he’s cutting back. I tell him, man, what 
you’re cutting back is my grocery 
money,’ but it don’t do no good. He’s got 
his mind made up. No new car. And you 
want to know something? I can’t really 
blame him. new cars just ain’t worth it 
anymore.” 
Indeed, 
new cars ain’t worth it 
anymore, a fact that seems abundanUy 
clear to the people who buy cars, the 
people who make cars — everybody, in 
fact, except the people who sell cars. 
Chrysler, for one, has in recent weeks 
had as many as 50,000 unsold vehicles 
parked around the nation and its share 
of the auto market has fallen from the 13 
to 16 per cent average of recent years to 
a current low of less than 12. But when 
the company tries to explain the 
dilemma 
it 
talks 
about 
complex 
vagaries rather than simple realities. 
The fact is, as many members of UAW 
Local 1183 agree, cars are not selling as 
brother Floyd Green says, ‘‘Mostly 
because they cost too much. 
Green can testify from both ends of 
the issue. As an automobile assembler, 
he says the quality of the hulks he puts 
together has no relationship to their 
price in the showrooms. And, on the 
other hand, as an automobile user thus 
buyer, 
he 
says 
the 
high 
money 
investment has no relationship to sound, 
justifiable consumer economics. 
Last year, for example, Green bought 
a 
1974 
Chrysler 
Newport 
for 
a 
staggering $5200. Financing it added a 
$1000 more to the total. When he drove it 
out of the sales lot, however, the auto’s 
worth 
immediately 
depreciated 
by 
several 
hundred 
dollars 
and 
has 
continued that trend since. “I’ve had it 
just about a year now,” Green sighs, 
“And if I was lucky I could get maybe 
$15 to $1600 in trade.” 
The 
extraordinary 
economic 
absurdity of automobile ownership is of 
course familiar to all. And as of late, 
with skyrocketing prices, it has become 
a joke many can do without. The 
average cost of automobiles has risen 
from $700 to $1000 in the last few 
months. Ford Motor Company alone has 
increased its car prices an average 10 
per cent since September. 
A teensy AMC Gremlin, laughingly 
called an “economy vehicle,” is now 
selling at more than $3000. Add to this 


the cost of financing (10 per cent 
minimum) 
and 
depreciation 
(new 
Buicks will be worth as little as one 
fourth 
their 
current 
price 
next 
December) and the blame for auto no 
sales is obvious: People are not totally 
stupid. 
The fact is that with the exception of 
perishable items, no investment in 
America is as economically weak as 
that for automobiles. A home purchase 
can increase a buyer’s original outlay, a 
new boat can often be resold for at least 
the purchase price, even a used bicycle 
is not a complete giveaway. But cars? 
Sighs Green: “You can’t beat the 
game You can’t stay even in the game. 


All you do is lose so now increasing 
numbers of Americans are refusing to 
play the automobile game at all. at least 
temporarily.” 
And whereas this says something for 
enlightened common sense, it also takes 
a toll. About 80,000 Chrysler employes 
are already laid off in the nation and the 
workless here expect more to follow 
Explains one. “I was at a Plymouth 
dealer last week and I asked how much 
this yellow Valiant was The salesman 
said $5,000? He said, ‘yes, it’s fully 
equipped.’ Jeez, can you beat it? $5,000 
for a Valiant. If that keeps up, there 
ain’t none of us is ever going back on the 
line.”

In the calendar are more 
than three months of vacation time.

than $40,000 per year.

$60,000 
for 
every 
member of congress. 
The 
schedule 
for 
congress 
next 
year 
calls for, right off the 
bat, a two week delay 
in convening congress 
in January. How many

In addition, the new calendar provides 
for nine separate recesses covering 70 
working days — ranging from a nine-day 
break on Lincoln’s birthday to the entire 
month of August. 
Going further, among other breaks, 
the schedule calls for 11 days of vacation 
at Easter, 10 days for Memorial Day, 10 
days for Independence Day, four days 
for Yom Kippur whether you are Jewish 
or not, 10 days for Columbus Day, four 
days for Veterans Day and 10 days for 
Thanksgiving. 
Up to now, they haven’t yet decided 
how many days they should take off for 


Christmas but it is tentatively planned 
to knock off for eight days from the 22nd 
of December until the 31st. The reason 
for not being certain, we imagine, is 
whether or not they will again start 1976 
with a two week’s vacation and if that 
happens, the Christmas vacation will be 
extend to nearly one month.
